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CHAPTER 430.

AN ACT to amend 29.16 of the statutes, relating to interstate license privileges.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
folloics:

29.16 of the statutes is amended to read:
29.16 Whenever and so long as the states of Michigan, Minnesota or Iowa confer upon

the licensees of this state reciprocal rights, privileges and immunities, any hook and line
or other fishing license, or clamming license issued by such other state shall entitle the
licensee to all the rights, privileges and immunities, in and upon the boundary waters be-
tween such state and this state, enjoyed by the holders of equivalent licenses issued by
this state; subject, however, to the duties, responsibilities and liabilities imposed on its
own licensees by the laws of this state.
